The Cumberland County 
Board of Education held its 
regular monthly meeting on 
Thursday, January 8th. 

Judge Kristi Castil¬ 
lo swore in the following 
board members for their 
new terms: Ben Sells, Terry 
Riley and Greg Smith. 

Danny Lee was elected as 
Board Chairman and Ben 
Sells as Vice-Chairman for a 
two-year term (2015-2016). 

The agenda was adopted 
as presented. 

Joe Nance, Ross-Sinclaire 
(fiscal agent), presented the 
facilities planning/KDE 
offer of assistance to the 
board. 

Cumberland County Mid¬ 
dle School teacher Brittany 
Smith was recognized for 
her science classes having 
the highest scores in the 
state on the K-PREP test¬ 
ing. 

No problems were noted 
with regard to the cold tem¬ 
peratures Thursday morn¬ 
ing. All buses ran smoothly 
and warmly and boilers 
for heating purposes at all 
schools worked effectively. 
Attendance suffered a little 
at 87 percent, but Cum¬ 
berland was above Monroe 
(85 percent), Metcalfe (83 
percent), and Clinton (81 
percent). 

Bullying Meeting (1/6/15) 
- In light of the recent events 
surrounding the suicide 
of an area teenager due to 
school bullying, Superin¬ 
tendent Kirk Biggerstaff 
decided a meeting with all 
administrators should be 
conducted to examine the 
current bullying policies 
and discuss possible ac¬ 
tions that could be taken to 
further ensure the school 
system is doing everything 
in its power to stop bullying 
in the schools. Schools are 
currently developing a list of 
additional strategies to help 
deter bullying throughout 
the district. Biggerstaff has 
sent out an open letter to 
all parents giving them ad¬ 
ditional information about 
bullying and reporting as 
well as what steps will be 
taken at the school level to 
discourage harassment and 
bullying among students. 

Student Attendance - 
Average Daily Attendance 
(ADA) down approximately 
30 students from this time 
last year. Biggerstaff met 
with all administrators to 
brainstorm ideas and incen¬ 
tives to increase student 
attendance. Attendance 
is directly tied to funding 
for the district as well as 
academic achievement, so 
we must continue to do 
whatever it takes to ensure 
all students are regularly 
attending school. Schools 
are currently developing a 
list of strategies and action 
steps to help increase our 
district's ADA including 
incentive and recognition 
programs. At the district 
level, we are examining 
our virtual school options 
and how we can offer this 
program to current home- 
schooled children in order 
to increase a portion of our 
ADA. 

Development of Parent 
Customer Service Survey - 
During our Monday Mission 


meetings, central office ad¬ 
ministrators and program 
directors have been study¬ 
ing the impact of positive 
customer service techniques 
that can be employed by our 
school employees to make 
our school system more 
satisfying to our stakehold¬ 
ers. From this study, Big¬ 
gerstaff has developed a 
parent survey to gauge their 
current level of satisfaction 
with Cumberland County 
Schools. He is working with 
Ms. Ginger on getting this 
survey posted on the district 
website. Information from 
these survey results will 
be used to make potential 
changes and inform future 
decisions. 

Gary Scott (Architect) 
Meeting (12/15/14) - Met 
with Scott to discuss fa¬ 
cilities plan and possible 
options for KDE offer of 
assistance; toured the el¬ 
ementary school because 
that seems to be our high¬ 
est priority need currently. 
Possibilities were discussed, 
and a prioritized list of 
facility plan needs at the 
elementary location will 
need to be created. 

Support Education Excel¬ 
lence in Kentucky (SEEK) 
Shortfall - Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education's 
(KDE) Division of District 
Support has posted Final 
SEEK calculations; there 
will be a small SEEK short¬ 
fall for the current school 
year (FY15). Factors con¬ 
tributing to this shortfall 
as reported by KDE include: 
Lower than projected prop¬ 
erty assessments; A higher 
than projected Prior Year 
End-of-Year Adjusted Av¬ 
erage Daily Attendance 
(PY AADA); Higher than 
projected Exceptional Child 
counts in categories of low 
and moderate incidence. 
Once again, KDE has hit 
us with unexpected reduc¬ 
tions in SEEK. This will cost 
the Cumberland County 
School District approxi¬ 


mately $20,000 that was 
not anticipated. Biggerstaff 
says the district will plan on 
absorbing this additional 
expense through a reduction 
in operational costs. 

A Working Budget Ses¬ 
sion is scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day, January 29, 2015 at 
5:30 p.m. (central office)

The word this week 
is a favorite of mine. It 
is “serendipity” which 
means: an aptitude for 
making desirable discov¬ 
eries by accident. I’m glad 
to say that I’ve had many 
“serendipitous” moments 
in my life and one of them 
occurred recently when I 
came upon a great friend 
whom I’d been wanting to 
talk to but I hadn’t seen 
for some time. As I was 
leaving Kountry Kitch¬ 
en at Waterview, who 
should swing thru the cut 
there but Dr. Morris Al¬ 
len Grubbs, book editor, 
professor and a Dean of 
Graduate Studies at the 
University of Kentucky. 
We were thrilled to see 
each other because not 
only is Morris Allen a fa¬ 
vorite friend of mine but 
I am a favorite of his, as 
well. 

I’d been told a month 
or so ago by our mutual 
friend, Jon Frederick, 
that Morris had helped 
publish another book, 
acting as co-editor along 
with Mary Ellen Miller, 
the widow of Jim Wayne 
Miller whose poetry and 
stories were being pub¬ 
lished. I was so glad to 
hear this because I trea¬ 
sure “Home and Beyond,” 
a book previously edito¬ 
rialized by Morris Allen 
and the late Grant Young. 


As a matter of fact, “Home 
and Beyond,” a collection of 
short stories by Kentucky 
authors, was highly suc¬ 
cessful and easily took its 
place on a shelf in my li¬ 
brary, that of Mr. Frederick 
and thousands of lovers of 
the written word. 

And so it is with an¬ 
ticipation that I look for¬ 
ward to reading this new 
book for which Morris Al¬ 
len has been co-editor. The 
book “Every Leaf A Mir¬ 
ror” takes its name from a 
poem, the late Jim Wayne 
Miller, wrote. In the book, 
Morris Allen and Mrs. Mill¬ 
er seek to “honor and revive 
the legacy of this influen¬ 
tial member of the Appala¬ 
chian writing community.” 
Works included within 
the pages of “Every Leaf, 
A Mirror” include works 
from Mr. Miller’s books of 
poetry “Miracle and Mys¬ 
tery, “Slow Darkness” and 
“Family-Love, Marriage, 
Children” among others. 
The book also features an 
extensive collection of Mill¬ 
er’s fiction and nonfiction, 
including excerpts from 
his novels “NewFound” and 
“His First, Best County” 
both of which explore the 
uniqueness of Appalachian 
culture and history. 

Jim Wayne Miller died 
at age 60 in 1996. During 
his 33 year tenure at We- 
sern Kentucky University, 


Mr. Miller helped build pro¬ 
grams promoting regional 
voices by presenting the 
works of fellow writers, as 
often as possible. He was a 
tremendous talent which 
will be evident to anyone 
who picks up “Every Leaf 
A Mirror. His poem by the 
same name, follows: 

Once when he tended 
corn in mountain fields 
and raised tobacco in 
branchbank bottom patch¬ 
es, 

he’d break a little garden 
ground in spring, 

leave the tending to his 
wife and younguns, 

and in the slack time 
strike out with a little 
budget of clothes, and 
work a spell in timber— 
stay gone till it pleased 
him to come home again. 


But now the sun 
turned clockwise in the 
sky, 

and radio shows sang 
out of junked cars 

rolled over on their 
sides along the creek. 

Even in the woods, and 
in the fibers 

of the shirt on his back 
he heard time ticking. 

Every leaf was a mir¬ 
ror he looked in 

reflecting his face 
among smokestacks, bill¬ 
boards, 

shopping centers, mills 
and vacation cottages 
hanging like a mirage 
along the ridgetops. 

Time swept past roar¬ 
ing like a tractor-trailer, 
leaving him hatless in 
a wake of fumes. 


Legislative Update

As my first week in the 
KY State Senate closed, I 
was encouraged by the hard 
work and compromise that 
was demonstrated by my 
fellow state senators. I had 
my “baptism by fire” last 
week and saw firsthand and 
“hands-on” the legislative 
process taking place, and 
was reminded again how 
blessed I am to serve each 
of you in the Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

I encourage everyone to 
follow me on social media 
(Facebook & Twitter), as I 
will be updating everyone 
on the passage of legisla¬ 
tion, and will post or tweet 
my comments and photos of 
events taking place in the 
Senate. My intentions are 
to allow as much transpar¬ 
ency to take place between 
the process of Kentucky 
state government and you, 
the constituent, as possible. 
When I was on the cam¬ 
paign trail, I vowed to be a 
“citizen legislator” and this 
is just one step in keeping 
that promise. I also hope it 
will serve as an educational 
tool and source of political 
knowledge and allow you 
to be kept up to date on my 
public service to you. 

Our motto for this short 
30-day session, set forth by 
Kentucky Senate President 
Robert Stivers (R-Manches- 
ter), is “Creating Kentucky 
jobs and strengthening Ken¬ 
tucky families”. This is 
how our caucus defined the 
overall goals of the Senate 
this session, and I’m proud 
to report that four of our 
priority bills to accomplish 
those objectives passed the 
Senate in our first week, 
and now are on the way to 
the House. 

As many Kentuckians 
are aware, heroin has been 
on the rise in the last few 
years. Heroin has impacted 


every region of Kentucky 
and it was a priority that we 
wanted to tackle starting on 
day one. It was personal to 
me as well; just this past Oc¬ 
tober, my family and I were 
notified that my 30-year-old 
brother-in-law had died in 
Nashville from a heroin 
overdose. The devastation 
of drug addiction cuts across 
every socio-economic level 
and crosses freely across 
racial, gender and age lines 
- its toll on our families has 
been non-discriminatory 
and our response must be 
unified and non-political. 

So I am glad to report 
that legislation address¬ 
ing the heroin epidemic 
passed unanimously with 
bi-partisan support on only 
the third day of session. 
Senate Bill 5, which was 
sponsored by Senator Chris 
McDaniel (R-Taylor Mill), 
and which I proudly co¬ 
sponsored, provides for an 
additional $13.3 million for 
heroin treatment programs 
and requires increased re¬ 
porting so that the effective¬ 
ness of the programs can be 
monitored. Other provisions 
will allow first responders 
to administer naloxone, a 
medication which can some¬ 
times prevent death from a 
heroin overdose; will allow 
law enforcement to waive 
certain charges against sus¬ 
pects who voluntarily warn 
officers that they are carry¬ 
ing needles; and will require 
convicted trafficking offend¬ 
ers to serve 50 percent of 
their sentences before being 
eligible for parole. 

Immediately upon the 
passage of the Heroin Bill, 
we took up Senate Bill 1, 
or Right-to-Work legisla¬ 
tion. After discussion on the 
floor, the Senate passed the 
bill, giving Kentucky an¬ 
other tool when recruiting 
industries to locate in the 


Commonwealth and create 
jobs. As the law stands now, 
Kentucky is often elimi¬ 
nated in the first round by a 
large majority of businesses 
because they will not set up 
or even consider locating in 
a state that is not “right- 
to-work”. As a candidate, 
one of my campaign themes 
was to focus on job creation. 
This legislation, which I was 
also proud to co-sponsor, is a 
great avenue for creating a 
job-friendly environment in 
the Commonwealth. 

Friday, the Senate passed 
two more bills. Senate Bill 2 
addresses a current imbal¬ 
ance of power regarding 
regulations that can be 
implemented by the execu¬ 
tive branch without legis¬ 
lative oversight. This bill 
would establish a system for 
legislators to have oversight 
on executive administrative 
regulations and ensure that 
the statutes are in keeping 
with Kentucky statutes. 
This bill would also pre¬ 
vent the increased rise in 
executive orders, which led 
to what we saw recently in 
Kentucky, the implementa¬ 
tion of Kentucky’s form of 
Obamacare, referred to as 
KyNect. If this bill passes 
this session, Kentucky vot¬ 
ers will have the opportu¬ 
nity to cast their votes on 
the issue of allowing more 
legislative oversight on the 


executive branch since it 
would be an amendment to 
the Kentucky constitution. 

Senate Bill 4 would es¬ 
tablish that a face-to-face 
consultation with a physi¬ 
cian, or “informed consent” 
between the patient and 
physician, take place before 
a medical procedure to per¬ 
form an abortion can occur. 
As one who will consistently 
vote to protect our unborn, I 
was glad to co-sponsor this 
legislation and champion 
the pro-life movement. 

Our first week of action 
emphasizes that this Sen¬ 
ate is determined to deliver 
progress and make changes 
by providing legislation 
that helps create jobs and 
strengthens Kentucky fami¬ 
lies. 

I would encourage you 
to follow these bills closely, 
along with any other legisla¬ 
tion you may be interested 
in. Your input is not only 
valued and appreciated, it 
can ensure that legislators 
are aware of your particular 
interest and concerns and 
can make a difference in the 
process. I encourage you to 
follow the Senate bills which 
we pass and call members of 
the House and urge them to 
pass the bills as well. 

In particular, we ask that 
you voice your support of

We all want a good night’s 
sleep, but for some of us, 
sleep is hard to come by. If 
you experience trouble fall¬ 
ing asleep or staying asleep, 
awakening too early or nev¬ 
er feeling rested, you are not 
alone. Many adults experi¬ 
ence sleep disturbances at 
some point. The National In¬ 
stitutes of Health estimates 
that nearly 30 percent of the 
general adult population 
complains of sleep disrup¬ 
tion, and about 10 percent 
has functional impairment 
in the daytime that is a tell¬ 
tale sign of insomnia. 

Stresses, anxieties, de¬ 
pression, poor sleep habits 
and certain medical condi¬ 
tions are common under¬ 
lying causes of insomnia. 
Insomnia is also caused 
by changes in a person’s 
environment or work sched¬ 
ule, some medications and 
consumption of caffeine, 
nicotine, alcohol and food 
too late in the evening. 


The risk of experiencing 
insomnia increases if you 
are a woman, over 60, have 
a mental disorder, under 
stress, work nights or swing 
shifts or frequently travel 
long distances over multiple 
time zones. 

Sometimes you can make 
behavior changes to have a 
more restful night. These 
changes include follow¬ 
ing a regular sleep sched¬ 
ule, creating a comfortable 
sleep environment, avoiding 
stimulating activities before 
bedtime and decreasing or 
avoiding the consumption 
of alcohol, caffeine and nico¬ 
tine close to bedtime. 

If you consistently have 
trouble with unsettled 
sleeping patterns, you may 
want to see your doctor. 
More information about 
living a healthy, active life 
is available at the Cum¬ 
berland County Extension 
office of the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension Service.

Laziness

“The mentally ill frighten 
and embarrass us. There¬ 
fore, we marginalize the 
people who most need our 
acceptance. What mental 
health needs is more sun¬ 
light, more candor, more 
unashamed conversation.” 

Laziness 

I heard of a young woman 
who threw her child’s birth¬ 
day gift shirt in the trash 
because it had become dirty, 
and would have needed to be 
scrubbed clean. I know a jol¬ 
ly man who would rather sit 
and watch old Westerns on 
TV than get up and empty 
his week-old trash. Perhaps 
the odor adds a new dimen¬ 
sion to those scenes in Miss 
Kitty’s Saloon and Lounge 
in the wee hours of Satur¬ 
day night. I know someone 
else who won’t bathe for a 
week when depressed. The 
first two are examples of 
laziness. The third is not. 

Laziness, also known as 
indolence, is a disinclina¬ 
tion to activity or exertion, 
despite having the ability 
to do so, according to many 
definition sources. It has a 
negative connotation and 
lazy people are also known 
as slackers and couch pota¬ 
toes. A recent study shows 
that high school teachers 
attributed poor performance 
of their students to lack of 
ability, while the students 
themselves said it was due 
to laziness. 

Extreme laziness is given 
a name by Australian re¬ 
searchers: It is Motiva¬ 
tional Deficiency Disorder 
(MoDeD), which is over¬ 
whelming and debilitating 
apathy, and seems to affect 
around 20% of Australians, 
and probably a similar num¬ 
ber of Americans. It is not 
a listed disorder, is not well 
understood, and is not often 
treated with serious intent. 

Laziness is not a mental 
illness itself but can be as¬ 
sociated with depression, 
chronic fatigue syndrome, 
sleep disorders, ADHD, or 
schizophrenia (where it is 
called avolition). Some¬ 
times, after periods of ex¬ 
treme exertion or stress, 
this lack of effort may be 
a way of recuperating and 
healing the body. 

A person can become 
“lazy” when they are frus¬ 
trated (by a language or 
physical handicap, or being 
ignored, bullied, or unrec¬ 
ognized, for example). The 
simple act of encourage¬ 
ment or praise can help such 
a person. 

We can be re-energized 
by gaining or being given 
acceptance and respect from 
friends, family, and associ¬ 
ates, and try to stop being 
so self-critical of ourselves. 
Sometimes learning bet¬ 
ter organizational skills, 
writing or speaking skills, 
and similar attributes, can 
improve a person’s outlook 
and change their lives for 


the better, for all the future. 
The time to change is now. 
Here are some tips: 

Attempt something that 
feels motivating, rather 
than the boring daily tasks 
or job. Change jors or ca¬ 
reers if necessary. Small 
incremental steps may be 
the best approach. 

You can boost your ener¬ 
gy level by exercising. Don’t 
wait. EXERICSE NOW 
and EXERCISE OFTEN. 
A simple walk outside or 
around the house or around 
the block will help. 

Get a medical check-up to 
rule out illness 

Change your routine by 
taking a class, volunteering, 
or visiting an almost forgot¬ 
ten friend. Finding more 
meaning in life can help so 
much. 

Avoid other lazy people 
whether friends, associates, 
or family members. They 
will drag you down. 

Some people have too 
much on their plate to fin¬ 
ish all of their tasks. They 
are not lazy. These people 
may be exhausted. Some 
other people are truly lazy 
and slothful; still others 
may just be taking it easy to 
catch up on their rest. 

Relaxing is not being lazy, 
unless that is your normal 
and usual activity. On the 
one hand, “all work and 
no play make Jack a dull 
boy”. On the other hand, 
slothfulness is condemned 
in the bible: 

Matthew 25:26 King 
James Version - His lord an¬ 
swered and said unto him, 
Thou wicked and slothful 
servant, thou knewest that 
I reap where I sowed not, 
and gather where I have not 
strawed: 

Proverbs 10:4 King James 
Version - He becometh poor 
that dealeth with a slack 
hand: but the hand of the 
diligent maketh rich. 

Ecclesiastes 10:18King 
James Version - By much 
slothfulness the building 
decayeth; and through idle¬ 
ness of the hands the house 
droppeth through. 

There may be medical 
or mental health reasons 
for the laziness in you or 
others. You can try to moti¬ 
vate yourself as I described 
above, or talk to a thera¬ 
pist about finding a way to 
change your approach to 
life. Do not allow your house 



to “droppeth through”. 

TIP OF THE WEEK: A 

very significant report from 
Roopali Parikh, MD, of Lar¬ 
kin Community Hospital 
in Miami, examined CDC 
date from their Behavioral 
Risk Factor Surveillance 
Survey, of 4522 patients.

Only Answers Satisfy

Sometime after I retired, 
I went, as I usually do, with 
a sense of expectation to 
church one Sunday morn¬ 
ing. For me, it turned out 
to be an interesting—and 
a somewhat unusual—ex¬ 
perience. 

For several weeks, our 
pastor had been working 
with a young man who 
was nearing the end of his 
seminary training. As part 
of that work, the young man 
had been invited to preach 
at our church that morning. 

At the appointed time, 
the pastor gracefully pre¬ 
sented the young man to the 
congregation, and the young 
man proudly arose, walked 
confidently to the pulpit, 
and began his sermon. The 
introduction the young man 
had prepared for his sermon 
was interesting. To get the 
attention of the people, he 
posed a profound question 
to the congregation, not a 
bad way to begin a sermon. 
From what I observed, the 
question accomplished its 
purpose, for the congrega¬ 
tion—for a few minutes— 
-was attentive. Then, for 
twenty-five minutes, the 
congregation listened and 
became less and less in¬ 


terested. As the sermon 
unfolded, paragraph after 
paragraph was composed 
of one question after an¬ 
other. After a few minutes, 
the long series of questions 
caught my attention, and I 
began to listen for—but did 
not hear—a single affirma¬ 
tive statement.

Kentucky has nearly 3 
million cattle, swine, and 
goats in the state. With 
high numbers of animals 
and a mortality rate of 3 to 
5 percent, disposal of animal 
carcasses can be a cause for 
concern. 

Improper disposal of ani¬ 
mal carcasses can contami¬ 
nate drinking water sources 
and / or spread disease. 
Kentucky state law provides 
guidance for animal carcass 
disposal in effort to protect 
Kentucky’s water resources 
and its citizens. 

Dead animals should be 
disposed of within 48 hours 
of death and in accordance 
with Kentucky Agriculture 
Water Quality Act Live¬ 
stock BMP #15. (Dead 
Animal Disposal - methods 
approved by the state veter¬ 
inarian that are legally and 
environmentally acceptable, 
including incineration, boil¬ 
ing, burying, rendering, 
placing in a landfill or com¬ 
posting). 

This service is available 
to all livestock producers 
(without charge) that are 
within the boundaries of 
Cumberland County.

As described more fully in Note 1, the financial statement is prepared by Cumberland County, Kentucky on the 
basis of the accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the Department for Local Government to 
demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting and budget 
laws, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described 
in Note 1 and accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not 
reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. 
Generally Accepted Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not 
present fairly, in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the 
financial position of Cumberland County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2013, or changes in financial position or 
cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the cash and 
cash equivalents of Cumberland County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2013, and its cash receipts and 
disbursements, for the year then ended, in accordance with the financial reporting provisions prescribed or 
permitted by the Department for Local Government described in Note 1. 

Emphasis of Matters 

As discussed in Note 10 to the financial statement, in fiscal year 2013, the Cumberland County Fiscal Court 
adopted new accounting guidance on a regulatory basis. Our opinion is not modified with respect to this 
matter. 

As discussed in Note 1 to the financial statement, the Cumberland County Fiscal Court would have included a 
component entity under accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America (GAAP) as 
established by the Government Accounting Standards Board . However, under the regulatory basis, 
component entities are no longer required to be reported as components of the reporting entity. Our opinion is 
not modified with respect to this matter. 

Other Matters 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statement taken as a whole of 
Cumberland County, Kentucky. The Budgetary Comparison Schedules and the Schedule of Capital Assets 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the financial statement The 
accompanying Schedule of Expenditures of Federal Awards is presented for purposes of additional analysis 
as required by U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Governments 
and Non-Profit Organizations , and is not a required part of the financial statement. Such information is the 
responsibility of management and was derived from and relates directly to the underlying accounting and other 
records used to prepare the financial statement. The Budgetary Comparison Schedules and the Schedule of 
Expenditures of Federal Awards have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
financial statement and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statement or to the 
financial statement itself, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the Budgetary Comparison Schedules and the 
Schedule of Expenditures of Federal Awards are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statement. The Schedule of Capital Assets has not been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the basic financial statement and, accordingly, we do not express an opinion or provide 
any assurance on it. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated December 1,2014 
on our consideration of Cumberland County, Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on our 
tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other 
matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control 
over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance 
with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.
